CHARGES OF SMUGGLING

Tried to Get Countrymen Into U. B,
Say Officials,

Threa Chinesa from the erew of the
Castle Hruoe, A steambr that dooked &t
Chentor two dave ago WwWith a cargo of
fron ora from the Dutch West Indies,
will be arralgned befors United Hintes
Commlssioner Hdmonds in the Federal
Aullding today, They are charged with

attompting to smuggle two of their coun-
trymen into the United States,

A thrilling story of a narrow escaps
by Inspector George Allen, of the Im-
migration Bureau, wns brought to light
today rfollowing the arrest,

He went to the Uastle Bruce two days
ago after recelpt of word from Captaln
Ernest IHowes that he had two #tow-
awayd aboard and that his crew seamod
to be In league with the men, Lining
the elghteen Chiness up on the deck, Allen
plecked the man he thought most lkaely
to weaken undar a crons-examination and
went Into the cabin with him. Hd Lee,
a Chinese Interpreter, accompanied the
Inapector,

A few minutes later there was a knock,
and some one told Allen that the eap-
taln wanted him, asz the crew wanted
to mettle. Allen, opening the door, found
the crew crowded Into the narrow com-
panlonway, At thelr head was n big
Chinese, known as the "No, 1 men.*”

The Inspector pulled his revalver and
threw the ringleader Into the cabin, He
slammed the door and bound the man
hand and foot. When he opened the door
ngain the crew wan  atitl  there, and
Allen forced the 17 men anhead of him
up to the deck. Then he jumped to the
pler and escaped.

The men arrested today nre Lenn Yee,
Ling HMung and Shaw Chung. Two
Chinese stowaways are now In lrons on
the ship,
